How Mussels Move.

BURGLARS’ WARNINGS 


OCCULT SIGNS MEAN A LOT TO 
BILL SIKES & CO. 


Three Nicks In the Bottom of a Gate 
Are an Indication That There Is a 
Dog on the Premises—A Chipped 
Wall Shows That a Policeman Fre- 
quently Passes the Spot—Pipes and 
Thimbles and Broken Glass. 


Like beggars, who, in their house-to- 
house visitations, learn much which 
may save a confrere from. the sting

“Who makes these signs? Perhaps 
burglars who have worked the neigh- 
borhood and have learnt all particu- 
lars, or maybe one of the gang em- 
posed in the house in some capacity 
ny false references. There are prob- 
ably several reasons why he should 
not endeavor to communicate his 
knowledg2 to other members by let- 
ter, and to be seen with his pals while 
he is still employed there might ruin 
their plans, especially if tne latter’s 
movements are being watched by the 
es He therefore communicates 
iis information as he gets it by cer- 
tain private signals.” 

The veteran mentioned that there 
were quite a number of codes in exist- 
ence amongst the various gangs. As 
a matter of fact, each gang—and as a 
rule burglars work in gangs—invent 
their own secret codes of signalling 
in such circumstances. But there is 
one ingenious code known to most 
burglars. 

For instance, notches cut under- 
neath the bottom bar of the front gate, 
out of sight, but deep enough to be 
counted by feeling in the dark, indi- 
cate the number of occupants. An 
old clay pipe broken in several bits 
indicates men and how many, and a 
thimble buried by the gate-post means 
women occupants only. A glass but- 
ton or oyster-shell indicates diamonds 
or jewels, and a picce of broken plate 
indicates plate. A scrap of iron warns 
the burglar that firearms are kept. A 
bone carelessly thrown in a dark cor- 
ner means dog, and a torn rag or 
cloth shows that he is fierce. 

And it is a fact—which must often 
inake burglars themselves laugh—that 
these signals, when a burglary has 


in the newspapers as clues to the 
identity of the criminals. 

How valuable these signals are was 
strikingly illustrated by an incident 
felated by the ex-convict already re- 
ferred to. He and two other mem- 
bers of a gang decided to rob a house 
in one of the remote corners of Sur- 
trey. They had surveyed the pre- 
mises, and, a suitable opportunity oc- 
curring, they decided to do the job 
without waiting to get full particulars 
as to the precautions adopted against 
burglary by the inmates of the house. 
Luckily—at least, for the burglars— 
one of the men, while opening the 
outside gate in the dark, laid his 
hand on the gatepost, on the top of 
which had been cut a rough diagram 
ae jemmy. 

e at once recognized it as a signal 
adopted by another gang to warnte 
men that it was no good trying to 
use jemmies to force anything. How- 
ever, the burglars proceeded warily, 
and effected an entrance through the 
skylight of the greenhouse attached 
But they left a way open for retreat,

tric bells gave the alarm, and they

During every sevson since 10905, the 
Bacteriological Luboratory of the On- 
tario Agricultural College has sent 
out to farmers and others, cultures of 
bacteria for inoculating seed of alfalfa 
and other clovers in order to aid in 
insuring a better catch of the seeding. 
The bacteria sent ave of the kiud 
which live in the small nodules or 
‘knots " which ave naturally formed 
on the roots of clovers, and which 
may usnally be readily seen when a 
clover or alialfa plunt is dug up and

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, John xx, 1-18, 
Memory Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text, 
Luke xxiv, 34—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


We have the choice this week of a 
lesson on Joash, the boy king, or a 
resurrection lesson, and as next week 
| we shall bave another lesson on Joash 

we choose the Easter lesson for this 

week, The resurrection of Jesus from 
| the dead Is in many respects the great: 
est topic in the Scriptures, for if Christ 
be not risen preaching is vain, faith is 
vulp, there is no forgiveness of sins, 

and no one is saved (1 Cor, xv, 14, 17, 
| 18). 

His great atonement includes His 

| perfect life in a mortal body, His death 
in our stead bearing our sins, His res- 
urrection from the dead, all of which 
| may be Included in the saying, “The 

precious blood of Christ’ (1 Pet. 1, 19). 

At present, as our great high priest, 

Me is at the right hand of God, for 
| us, und He will come again to receive 
His body, the church, and to set up 
His kingdom of peace and rigbteous- 
ness on this earth. 

That the Messiah of Israel, the great 
| King, shonld be a man was plainly 
foretold in Gen. lil, 15; xxii, 18; Deut. 
xviii, 18; Isu. ix, 6, 7, and many other 
places, ‘Thut He sbould be a man 
risen from the dead, an immortal man, 
was also foretold in Gen. iil, 15; If 
Sam, vii, 18, 16: Isa. ix, 7; iff, 10, 11; 
Ps, xvi, 10,; xxii , 28, and else- 
where, and forshadowed in Isauc, and 
| Joseph and Jonah as well as in the 
two birds of Ley, xiv and the two 
goats of Ley, xvi. 

When He was on earth in His hu- 
miliation He repeatedly foretold His 
death and resurrection in such pas- 
sages as Jobn fi, 19-21; Matt. xii, 40; 
xvi, 4, 21; xvil, 23; xx, 19; xxvi, 64, 
and yet even His own disciples did not 
receive jt, for in verse 9 of our lesson 
we read that even Peter and Jobn 
“knew rot the Scripture that He must 
rise again from the dead.’ He said to 
the two with whom He walked to 
Emmaus, who were so cast down be- 
cause of His death, and so disappoint- 
ed because He had not redeemed Is- 
rael, “O fools, und slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets bave spo- 
ken.” He also said to the disciples in 
the upper room that same evening, 
“All things must be fulfilled which 
were written in the law of Moses and 
in the prophets and in the psalms 
concerning me” (Luke xxiv, 25, 44). 

He appeared at least ten times to 
one or more of His disciples during 
those forty days between His resur- 
rection and ascension from Olivet, five 
times on the first day, and our lessoa 
tells of His first appearance, and tbat 
was to Mary Magdalene (Mark xvi, 9). 
We do not find that Mary of Bethany 
was with the other women at the 
tomb on the resurrection morning, for 
she seems to have believed what He 
/ had said about His dearh and resur- 
rection, and she anointed Him before- 
hand for His burin! (Matt. xxvi, 12; 
| Mark xv, 8). The purchase of spices 
by the other women was an act of 
love, but not of faith, for bad they 
believed that He would rise again they 
would not bave purchased spices with 
which to anoint His dead body. 

As soon as Mury Magdalene saw 
that the stone was rolled away from 
the sepuleher she ran back to tell 
Peter and Jobn, and they both ran to. 
the tomb, and both went in, Peter go- 
ing first, and saw the linen clothes 
evidently as when His body had been 
in them, and the napkin that was 
about His head wrapped together in 
a place by itself, and they believed 
that He was risen and went away 
again unto theirown bome. Mary, hav- 
ing returned to the tomb, remained - 
and was so intent upon finding the 
body of her Lord that she bad no eyes 
even for angels, and when Jesus Him- 
self spoke to her she supposed Him to 
| be the gardener, so blinding is unbe- 

lieving grief. .

Fielder, the famous Kent bowler, 
Possesses the ball with which he took 
all ten wickets in the Gentlemen v. 
Players match at Lord’s in 1906. The 
ball was, mounted and presented to 
him by the M.C.C. It bears the in- 
fcription: ‘Gentlemen vy. Players, 
19C6. Presented to Arthur Fielder, of 
Kent, by the Marylebone Cricket

The fact that the late Lord Wolver- 
hampton was very keen on promoting 
good handwriting has often been re- 
marked upon; but it may not be} 
known that he used to recite one of 
the best arguments in favor of his 
ideal.

New Chinese Loan. 

Pekin, April 17.—The new Chinese 
foreign loan is secured by the pro- 
vincial revenues. According to the 
terms of the agreement, the banking 
Toups representing the United 
states, Great Britain, France and 
Germany, will pay to China $5,000,000 
immediately, $5,000,000 when the pow- 
ers have approved of the currency re- 
form, and the Manchurian develop- 
ment schemes, and the balance of the 
loan in installments covering some 
months. 

The agreement does not provide for 
a financial adviser to the Chinese 
Government, the Chinese having re- 
fused to allow that provision to be in- 
cluded, but the Pekin Government ad- 
dressed a note to W. J. Calhoun, 
the American Minister, asking him to 
appoint an adviser. The American 
bankers referred the selection of an 
adviser to the participating bankers, 
Wo are now discussing the appoint- 
ment of a neutral financial expert.

The Control of Bovine 
Tuberculosis 


Theissue of the veport of the Inter. 
pation Commission on the Control of 
Bovine Tuberculosis is of significant 
interest at the present time partic- 
ularly in view of ihe active public de- 
mand for some definite and anthorita- 
tive pronouncement in consideration 
of the whole situation as regards Bo- 
vine Tuberculosis in its relation to the 
welfare of the Live Stock Industry 
and to its influence on public health, 
The economic importance of the sub- 
ject has occrsioued a very great denl 
of discussion in scientific and agricul 
tural circles and bas led to the adop- 
tion by various legislative and muni- 
cipal bodies of measures for the sup- 
pression and eradication of this great 
scourge of domesticated animals and 
for the protection of the people 
against infection through the con- 
sumption of diseased meat or polluted 
milk, 

The report referred to embodies the 
deliberate conclusions of an official 
and representative delegation and both 
farmers and the public generally are 
to be congratulated in having now 
placed before them in most concise 
and readable torm a statement cone 
tuining au epitome of the researches 
of the commisson and of the recom- 
mendations which it has at length de- 
termined to make, The decisions 
which bave been reached ave eminent- 
ly conservative in their nature and 
for this reason, if for no other, they} 
will exercise a much stronger appeal 
than would otherwise be possible, par- 
ticluurly in the case of those who may 
for any reason be prejudiced against 
legislative interference. Che preval- 
ence of the disease and the consequent 
less tothe breeders, os well us the 
now acknowledged danger to public 
health are not rainimized but gravely 
acknowledged and seriously consider- 
ed, 

In the reconimendations which have 
been made, however, due regard has 
been given to the great practical dif- 
ficulties which must of necessity be 
encountered in the conscientious 
carrying out of any policy likely to be 
of use in combating the malady. 

Compulsory slaughter of infected 
animals is not adyocated though the 
destruction of those showing clinical 
Symptoms of the disease is advised, 
Compulsory testing even is not insist- 
ed on, except in herds where the dis- 
ease is known to exist, through the 
usefulness of tuberculin, as a reliable 
diagnostic agent, when properly ad-

The Thistle In New Zealand. 

When New Zealand was first occu- 
pied by the white men it was prac- 
tically without a pest of any sort. The 
White man, fhowever, introduced the 
rabbit, Scotch thistle and sparrow. 
These multiplied exceedingly, and then 
stoats and weasels were introduced to 
kill the rabbits and “little owls” to thin 
out the sparrows, Experlence has 
shown that the stoats and weasels 
think more of native birds as articles 
of diet than they do of the rabbit. 
The “little owl,” on the other hand, 
‘appears to have quite justified his in- 
troduction to New Zealand, as he is 
reported to be waging violent war on 
sparrows, beetles and grubs. So far 
nothing has been Invented which will 
eradicate the Scotch thistle; it is char- 
acteristic of its country.

Todry we combine the story of Joash, 
king of Judah, in last week's lesson 
and in this one. He began to reign 
in his seventh year and reigned forty 
years, doing right in the sight of the 
Lord, while Jehoijada, the priest, in- 
structed him (verses 1-3), but he did 
not destroy idolatry in the land. 
Our last good king In Judah was Je- 
hoshapbhat, who was succeeded by his 
son Jehoram, his firstborn, who mar- 
ried 2 daughter of Ahab and did eyil 
in the sight of the Lord and put to 
death his six brothers, He reigned 
only elght years and died a fearful 
death, as the prophet Elijah sent him 
word that he would, It is written of 
him that he departed without being

hid lim and his nurse in the house of 
the Lord six years while Athaliah 
reigued over the land (II Kings xi, 1-8; 
U1 Chron. xxil, 10-12). 

Last week's lesson told us how, In 
his seyenth year, Jehoijada, the priest, 
arranged to haye him brought forth, 
anointed, crowned and proclaimed king, 
and made a covenant between the Lord 
and the king and the people that they 
should be the Lord's people (xi, 12, 17). 
They broke down the house of Baal 
and his altars and images, slew the 
priest of Baal, and also the wicked 
queen mother Athaliah. So the people 
rejoiced and the city was quiet (xi, 
18-20). 

We must not confuse our good King 
Joash of Judah with another Joash, 
king of Israel, who began to reign 
over the ten tribes in the thirty-sey- 
enth year of the king of Judah's reign 
and who departed not from the sins of 
Jereboam, the son of Nabat, who made 
Israel to sin (I1 IXings xiii, 10-13). We 
have a key to the heart of today's les- 
son in the expression, “The house of 
the Lord,” which occwrs in our lesson 
verses just twelve times, if we in- 
clude verse 16. 

Inasmuch as the king spent the first 
six years of his life in some part of 
the house of the Lord under the care 
of the priest of the Lord it is the 
most suggestive phrase in our lesson, 
and the more so when we remember 
that the kings who reigned at Jeru- 
salem were suid to sit on the throne 
of the Lord as king (1 Chron, xxix, 23), 
We cannot think of Israel as a nation 
Without a tabernacle or temple as a 
dwelling place for Jebovah in their 
midst. One of the first commands to 
Moses after the deliverance from 
Egypt and the giving of the law at 
Sinai was, “Let them make me a 
sanctuary that I may dwell among 
them" (Ix, xxy, 8). When Cyrus, king 
of Persia, made a proclamation through- 
out all his kingdom that the Jews 
might return from Babylon-he sald 
that it was to build the house of the 
Lord God of Israel iu Jerusalem (Ezra 
i, 1-4). Ezekiel xl to xlyiil tells. of 
the temple that is to be when they 
shall be gathered from all nations ney- 
er to be pulled up or scattered any 
more. 

When Israel was numbered it was 
the law that every one, rich and poor, 
should give a half shekel as atonement 
money as a ransom for his soul, and 
this money was to be used in the 
Service $f the Lord (Ex. xxx, 11-16). 
This is probably a part of the money 
referred to in verse 4 with which they 
were to repair the house of the Lord, 
for the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of 
God and had bestowed the dedicated 
things upon Baalam. 

Joash instructed the priests and the 

Levites to go out unto the cities of 
Judah and gather of all Israel money 
to repair the house of the Lord from 
year to year, but this collecting busi- 
ness did not work any better than it 
does today, and after more than twen- 
ty years the work was not done (verses 
4-8; II Chron, xxiy, 4-7), 
Then Jebolada, the priest, took a 
chest, with a hole in the lid, and set 
it beside the altar on the right side as 
one cometh into the house of the Lord, 
and they roade a proclamation through 
Judah and Jerusalem to bring in the 
offering that Moses had commanded, 
and thus they gathered money in 
abundance, and the workmen wrolight, 
and the work was perfected by them 
and they set the house of God in his 
state and strengthened it (verses 9-14; 
II Chron, xxiv, 8-13). 

I have personally tried the box at 
the door plan for thank offerings, for 
benefits receiyed at the services, the 
money to be given to missions to help 
tell the glad tidings to others, and It 
has worked splendidly, It ts many a 
long year since I ever solicited money 
from any one personally or permitted 
fily one to go out collecting, and we 
find there Is no need of it. The wick- 
edness of Joush, after the death of 
Jeholada at the age of 180 years, and 
his murder of the son of Johoinda and 
bis Idolatry are written in Il Chron

New Railway on Lake Shore 


C.P.R. to Build from Glentay to Toronto 


The announcement was made in To- 
ronto on Monday to a Globe reporter 
by Mr. D. MeNicoll, vice-president of 
the Cunadian Pacific Railway, that 
work on the proposed new line from 
Toronto east to Belleville and eonnect=, 
ing with the present main line at a 
point east of Smith Falls, would be 
commenced at once. He expects to 
have the road in operation in about 
two years. 

Speaking of the new line, which will 
start from Glentay, 16 miles from 
Smith Falls, Mv. MeNicoll said the lo- 
cation of the line would-extend south- 
west to Belleville, thence to Trenton, 
Colborne, Cobourg, Whitby and the 
other lake shore towns to a point east 
of Leaside Junction. It would then 
again connect with the main line into 
Toronto. The line will be a fast pass- 
enger line. It will keep on the leyel, 
and, as Scarboro has a high elevation, 
it will be avoided. The total mileage 
by this line to Montreal will not vary 
over five miles from the mileage of the 
present main line. 

It was at one time planned to start 
the new line from Bathurst, but Glen- 
tay has been finally chosen as the 
junction.

| the ordinary rat flea. 
| Still another matter of great interest 
| has been disclosed by the cases in 
| England, which are not the bubonic, 
but the even more deadly and more 
| dangerous pneumonie plague. The bu- 
| bonie form, fn which the lymphatic 
glands swell aud suppurate, is trans- 
ferable only through some such medi- 
um as the rat and the flea. The pneu- 
monie form, on the other hand, is di- 
rectly infectious.—Youth'’s Companion.

In Lord Chestertield’s letters to his 
son letter 217 is’dated trom London 
Feb. 8, 1750, It begins: 

“My Dear Friend—You bave by this 
time, 1 hope and believe, made such 
progress in the Italian language that 
you can read it with ease—I mean the 
easy books in it—and indeed in that as 
well as in every other language the 
easiest books are generally the best, 
for whatever author is obscure and 
difficult in bis own language certainly 
does not think clearly. 

“This is, in my opinion, the case of a 
celebrated Italian author to whom the 
Italians, from the admiration they 
bavye of him, have given the epithet of 
{! divino. I mean Dante, Though I 
formerly knew Italian extremely well, 
I could never understand him, for 
which reason I had done with him, 
fully convinced he was not worth the 
pains necessary to understand him, 
* * * The two poets worth your read- 
ing, and, I was going to say, the only 
two, are Tasso and Ariosto.” 

Such was the verdict of one of the 
most accomplished men of letters of 
his time.—London Times. 


Skinning a Sea Otter. 

A full grown sea otter is from four 
to five feet long and perhaps a foot or 
more wide. When a hunter secures 
one he loosens the hide from the nose 
and head, and without cutting it length- 
wise at all he pulls the skin down over 
the body, the hide being so elastic that 
this is not a difficult job. It is then 
stretched over a smooth board six and 
a half feet long, nine inches wide at 
one end and ten at the other end. Hach 
end of this board is tapered to a point. 
Another board exactly the same size is 
then inserted, and the skin is stretched 
a foot or eighteen inches longer than 
{ts original length. A third board half 
the length of the other is wedged in 
and the skin lightly tacked at the ends 
to hold it in place. If any flesh ad- 
heres to the skin it is ten cut off, and 
| the hide is cured and dried in this con- 
dition. In a few days it {fs taken off 
the boards and turned fur side out, 
when it is ready for market.

With all Jonah’s peculiarities he 
seems to have been a man full of ths, 
word of God, for his prayer in chapter 
il is Almost wholly Scripture. In the 
margin of my Bible I note in his pray- 
er nine quotations from or references 
to the Psalms, besides some from oth- 
er parts of Scripture. When he did 
finally start for Nineveh the word of 
the Lord to him was, “Preach unto it 
the preaching that I bid thee” (ifi, 2), 
Compare Jer. i, 7; Ezek. ti, 7; ili, 11; 
II Tim. iy, 2; Acts villi, 4, 25, and note 
that our Lord Himself said only what 
fhe Father told Him to say (John xii, 
49; xiv, 10; viii, 28). 

It would be a great thing and great- 
ly to the glory of God and the good of 
both speakers and hearers if all preach- 
ers and teachers would prove them- 
selves to be “the Lord's messengers 
in the Lord's message unto the peo- 
ple” (Hag, i, 13). All such might rest 
assured that His word would always 
accomplish His pleasure and never re- 
turn to Him yoid (Isa. ly). 

Jonah was like a man liye from 
the dead, and His me8sage was the 
Lord's and not his own, and the peo- 
ple of Nineveh believed God (ili, 5) and 
turned from their evil ways unto God, 
and God saw it and did not bring the 
threatened evil upon them.

Concerning God's repentings mention- 
ed in chapter fii, 10, and in so many 
other places in Scripture we must re- 
member that God cannot and never 
does change His mind about anything, 
for He knew everything from the be- 
ginning (Acts xy, 18), but He does 
change His mode of procedure, and 
fs God always knew that He would 
just at that place in history and in 
that way.

Explosive Chewing Gum. 

The British soldier loves to chew 
gum—not, however, the guin known to 
America, but the urmy explosive cord- 
ite, which contains GO per cent of ni- 
troglycerin, a sweet concoction of 
agreeable taste. Chewers of cordite as- 
sert that when taken In little doses it 
gently stimulates the nervous stem 
and causes a slight exhilaration. 
Chewed in lurger quantities, it pro- 
duces an effect like that of hasheesh 
and causes ecstatic yislons. The habit 
of chewing cordite has become so com- 
mon in the British army that the mill- 
tary authorities have taken measures 
to prevent the misuse of the explosive. 
Cordite so used does not explode, be- 
cause nitroglycerin’ is exploded only 
by a formidable shock or by an elec- 
trie spark, but it Is not impossible that 
under certain conditions {t might be 
exploded—by the impuct of two ex- 
ceptionally hard teeth, for instance.— 
Harper's Weekly.
